Vast in area (1.750.000 
d. m.) small in popula- 
tion (around one million), 
but very rich in natural re- 
sources, Mongolia ruled 
China and was ruled by it 
for many centuries. Czarist 
Russia became interested 
in Mongolia in the closing 
decades of last century, 
and when the Chinese re- 
volution of 1911 ended the 
declining rule of Peking 
over its huge northern pro- 
vince, cut off by the Gobi 
desert.

Strikes 


OMETHING very like an 

industrial war is being 
fought in Britain. At a time 
when the economic health of

One such strike, in the 
multi-million Rootes car com- 
bine, has put 11,000 men out 
of work and brought the 
whole organization virtually 
to a standstill. It began six 
weeks earlier when five shop 
stewards led 1,000 workers 
out of an Acton factory that 
makes car frames and bodies.
